Air Cooler Manufacturers Eye 


Huge Potential Of Customers 


SYRACUSE, N. Y ' f.P—A buyer’s 
market is building up in a still 
strikingly booming business—keep ­ 
ing p eop le cool. 
There are the usual hall-marks: 
Pre-season p rice-cutting here and 
there, and a tendency for inven­ 
tories of room air conditioners to 
p ile up . 
Rut the cause of this buyer’s 
market is unusual: Too many p o­ 
tential customers. 
The long-range p rosp ects are so 
good for the air conditioning in­ 
dustry, its sp okesmen here say, as 
to show signs of being over-temp t­ 
ing to manufacturers. 
Mushrooming sales in the last 
two years of the industry’s wonder 
chiid, the window cooler, and p re­ 
dictions that the lick-the-weather 
market will grow even more with 
the years has lured many more 
manufacturers into the field this 
sp ring. There are three times as 
many now as two years ago. 
They have the cap acity, if they 
all try, to turn out more room air 
Conditioners than even this boom­ 


ing market seems likely to absorb 
this summer, industry sp okesmen 
admit. 
And in large hunks of the coun- 
jtry the weatherman has been no 
help . A cool, wet sp ring has p iled 
up stocks in many dealers’ ware­ 
houses. Some are asking manufac-* 
turers to hold up ship ments. 
A few makers of room coolers 
are holding up p roduction until hot 
weather p uts a fire cracker under j 
demand and blows holes in dealer 
inventories. They exp ect to make 
,p the ¡ost time with more sales 
later in the year. 
Old-timers in the field, like Car­ 
rier Corp . here, look for room cool-i 
er sales comp etition to be fierce 
this summer.

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Sen. Taft Saw It Coming 
Last year on May 26, an address by Sen. 
Robert A. Taft before the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews in Cincinnati contained 
the then startling suggestion that the United 
States should abandon the pretense that the 
Unitod Nations was in any sense a military 
agency. 


He said the pretense had been abandoned in 
Europe and should be abandoned in Asia. 


“ I think we should do our best to negotiate 
a Koienn truce.” he said, “ and if we fail, then 
let Engand and our other allies know that we 
are withdrawing from all further peace nego­ 
tiations in Korea. Even the best truce under 
precent conditions will be ex tremely unsatisfac­ 
tory. It will divide Korea along an unnatural 
line and create an unstable condition likely to 
bring war again at any moment. It will release 
a m*ron Chinese soldiers, who no doubt will 
promptly be moved down to southern China for 
use against Chiang Kai-shek or against the 
French in Indochina.” 
In another passage of his speech, Sen. Taft 
said: 
“ It seems to me that from the beginning we 
shculd have insisted on a general peace negotia­ 
tion with China, including a unification of Korea 
under free Koreans, and a pledge against further 
ex parsion in Southeast Asia.” 
And in still another passage, he said: 
, 
“ Ad that I can urge is two different kinds of 
tolerance to this tolerant body. The first is that 
we be tolerant of the situation of every country, 
that we try to understand their problems and 
not force upon them a policy they do not ap­ 
prove, either by the pressure of grants of money 
or grants of soldiers. No doubt they will be glad 
to get these, but they will be of little use to us 
unless the policy which they are supposed to 
enforce is the determined policy of the country 
concerned.” 
On July 31, Sen. Taft died. He had been 
mortally ill with cancer when his Cincinnati 
speech was read for him. 
In comments on his passing, there was agree­ 
ment on one point. Even his critics conceded 
that of all the public men of his day he stood 
out for his ability to cut through superficialities 
and get at the truth. 
rhe Senate, it was pointed out, had relied on 
him heavily because of his uniquely important 
quality and would miss him sorely. 
In the year that has passed since illness 
forced his retirement from public affairs, Sen. 
Taft has been missed even more sorely than 
was foreseen. 


Se!f- Criticism For A Change 
The realization has burst on many Americans 
belatedly that some of the hArsh judgments 
they have passed on other nationalities are be­ 
ing repaid with interest.

The situation at Geneva has done more than 
anything else to make it clear that the United 
States has not been making it easy for its 
potential allies to become its actual allies. 
David Lawrence reported from Geneva re­ 
cently that “ we hav^e not convinced the public 
opinion of the Allied countries as to the right­ 
ness of our cause or the sincerity of our pur­ 
pose in America.” 
The United States has been rushing forth to 
save a world which isn’t nearly so anx ious to 
be saved as 
ex treme interventionists 
have 
wanted to think it is. There are some things 
the other countries of the world feel like sav­ 
ing, too. Chief among them is their power of 
determination. They resent U.S. domination. 
When U S. spokesmen try to put pressure on 
Britain and France, they must do so against a 
background

Frenchmen about bickering and uncertainty in 
this country. When U. S. diplomats try to speed 
up work on a military security pact for south­ 
eastern Asia, they encounter the massive re­ 
sistance of India, fiercely proud of its new in­ 
dependence.
